The establishment of » Oourtof Ap- 
peal in this Colony is a subject involving 
moro important interests than people 
would at firBt imagine. It is not moroly 
the BatisfaotoTy settlement of suitB, which 
must always be productive of LU-con- 
cealed vexation to litigants who think 
themselves aggrieved by decisions adverse 
to them, which they concoive would re* 
suit in favorable vordicts if tried on ap- 
peal ; but baviug the decision of 
only one man., they cannot bo convinced 
that another Judge would not viow the 
subject of contention from a different 
point of view ; but also from the appar- 
ent uncertainty in importaut causes, it 
does much to oreate a doubt in the 
miuds of capitalists as to tho advisability 
of investing money in a colony where 
they are led to bolievo questions of law 
might not bo deoided with a duo regard 
to the weight of evidence adduced. Wo 
one con for a moment pretiud that any 
oase brought before one Chief 
Justice does not receive a most careful 
and searching investigation, but that 
a feeling of uncertainty does exist 
we have every reason to know; and 
there being no tribunal before which 
tbeso doubts can be set at rest, it, is 
£uit~o inutile to tell these people that 
the law has been ■ administered in the 
latter and tho epirit, and that any fur- 
ther proceedings most eventuate in like 
manner; their entire ideas aro occupied 
with the contemplation of their own 
failure, and the fact that there is no re- 
course from the decision given 
against 'hem. It does not even follow 
that wero a Court of Appeal created, 
these people who now express so much 
dissatisfaction would avail themsolves of 
it; the chances are that tho reverse- 
would in most cobcs provail. But still, 
the Court does not oxi*t, and this offords 
food for grumbling which is hurtful to 
tho Colony. Wo may at any tirao havo 
great commercial and (Dining causes, 
involving questions of tho first impor- 
tance to the country, and which it 
would be most unfortunate to leave with 
a possible doubt touching the perfect 
justioo and legality of tho decisions. It 
is therefore of the utmost consequence 
that a Court of Appeal should be formed, 
that public business should bo so trans" 
toted that British law may remain 
in the very high plaoo in tho estima^- 
tion of all citizens as woll as foreigners 
that it has always h"ld. Ono of the 
greatest inducements to strangers to 
invest their capital hro, is tho fooling 
of security in the knowledge that the ad-> 
ministration of tho law is hoyond cavil or 
doubt. We have never been shaken in 
this belief j but the establishment of a 
Court of Appeal would remove any ex- 
cuse for such a thought. The interests 
of the public require the change, and 
it Bhould be granted without delay.
